It is no longer just a rumor 
I that Camp Santa Anita is to be- 
i ccme a part of the Los Angeles 
j Port of Embarkation. Official 
verification of the report long 
j circulated here cime from the 
I Army’s Ninth Service Command 
■ leadquarters at Salt Lake City 
1 on Monday. 

While a major part of the 
j great racing plant will be devoted 
1 to the housing of troops headed 
| for overseas duty, the costly in¬ 
stallations for the training of 
ordnance troops will not be 
scrapped. The property will be 
continued as the West Coast 
Ordnance Training Center with 
its training facilities at Sierra 
Madre's northern boundary also 
continued. 

In preparation for use of a part 
of the huge race track as an em¬ 
barkation camp, the number of 
men at Santa Anita has been cut 
down for weeks, there being the 
usual shipping out of personnel 
without the usual replacements 
A part of the camp has been 
especially equipped as an em¬ 
barkation camp and separate 
buildings have been erected for 
the housing of WACS. 

Indicating that the center will 
be continued indefinitely as an 
ordnance training camp it was 
announced that Brig. Gen. Bethel 
W. Simpson willl be continued as 
commanding officer.

With more than 
Southern California residents ex¬ 
pected to file federal income tax 
returns before the deadline of 
March 15, at least 400,000 of 
wnom will be filing for the first 
time. Collector of Internal Reve¬ 
nue Harry C. Westover today is¬ 
sued instructions designed to sim¬ 
plify the filing and filling out of 
tax returns. 

Taxpayers who use the optional 
simplified Form 1040-A are not 
allowed to take anv deductions 
from their gross income The 
taxes calculated on this form al¬ 
ready take into consideration an 
average allowance cf 6 per cent 
for deductions for each person. 
Only those people whose 1943 in¬ 
come was derived from salaries 
wages, dividends, interest, and 
annuities may use Form 1040-A. 
and then, onlv if their total in¬ 
come was $3000 or less. 

Any taxpayer who so desires 
may file the regular Form 1040, 
but those whose income was over 
$3000 or was derived from busi¬ 
ness or income property must 
file on this form and are allowed 
no option. 

Taxpayers who file on r orm 
1040 mav deduct State sales tax 
State Unemployment Insurance 
taken from their pavchecks; State 
Income tax paid in 1943; real

OPA offi¬ 
cials will, not say whether any 
uniform penalty has been recom¬ 
mended to the ration boards, but 
admits that offenders will be 
penalized. 

Some boards are already send¬ 
ing for offenders in their dis¬ 
tricts, directing them to appear 
for hearings. They may have 
their books lifted for a week or 
two or three, or^ the penalty may 
come when their Applications for 
new coupon books are passed 
upon . . . and their allowances 
are reduced.

America seems to be regaining 
some of its good common sense, 
including American judges anu 
the American Congress—and for 
that, all America should be 
thankful! 

Forgetting that most of the 
governmental principles which 
have made this country strong 
were bom in the most turbulent 
period in American history—dur¬ 
ing and just after the Revolution 
—both our courts and our legis¬ 
lators have evidenced a disposi¬ 
tion during the present emergency 
to abrogate fundamental Ameri¬ 
can rights on tile ground that 
the Nation was at war. 

Encouraged by this laxity, 
scores of g »vernmental bureaus 
have sought to relegate to them 
solves law-making powers which 
they do not possess -and have 
then sought to constitute them¬ 
selves prosecutors, judges and 
juries--with the result that sound, 
American, constitutional govern¬ 
ment was in serious jeopardy. 

But apparently the people’s re¬ 
volt against such high-handed 
tactics has finally communicated 
itself to the legal and legislative 
branches of the government. For 
recently a special legisative com¬ 
mittee of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, headed by Congrss- 
man Howard Smith of Virginii. 
vigorously denounced the OPA 
for setting up "mock courts” for

I remember being asked to the 
evening meal where the family had 
only onions to eat that day. I 
remember a child of another fam¬ 
ily saying, "We have only pota¬ 
toes to eat.” I remember the 
problem of paying for the license 
tor a truck, and the journeys to 
Los Angeles for the skimmed 
milk which could be had free, and 
I would like to forget some of 
the criticisms and humiliations 
suffered by those who were in

The War Advertising Council, 
in its report for 1943, reported 
-advertising: contributed to the 

promotionwar themes during 
the year totaled more than $300. 
000 000. There were ads for 
WACS and aas for WAVES, ads 
for fats and ads to save. Then, 
when you couldn’t buy a new 
car, or an electric toaster, or a 
waffle iron, or some other gadget 
your favorite dealer used to sell, 
you ran across an ad, picturing a 
tank, or a plane, or a new radio 
device your old manufacturer was 
turning out—and you felt better 
about it. 

Yes, during '42 and '43, adver¬ 
tising went to war -in a big way, 
with results that may shorten the 
conflict by many long months. 
But watch for a new turn in a i 
copy in the New Year, '44! For 
in tJhe midst of war, America 
must prepare for peace—and . 
return to peace-time production 
and employment. Smart manu¬ 
facturers, who haven’t had much 
to sell for some time now—ex¬ 
cept to Uncle Sam—will be get¬ 
ting their names back before 
their old patrons, talking about 
their post-war models, even if 
they’re still in blueprints. And 
private business, knowing the big 
job it has to do to reconvert its 
plants, and help America ovei 
the hump of post-war reconstruc¬ 
tion, will be talking through ads 
to its sttockholders and workers 
and patrons — building goodwill 
and confidence in tomorrow’s 
America. Advertising has a new 
job to do! -

words: "Full employment would 
be incompatible with the free en¬ 
terprise system which carrier 
with it the right to a normal 
float of unemployment.”

Another speaker said: “If full 
employment means a job for ev¬ 
ery man and woman who is will¬ 
ing to work, .then it is not desir¬ 
able or necessary in a fine func¬ 
tioning economy, Let’s stop using 
the words full production, full 
employment, and jobs for all. Still 
we’ll have a pretty fine America.' 
I do not think he knows America. 
A columnist tells us: "One hun¬ 
dred per cent employment ... is 
socially undesirable!” But the

Significant from the standpoint 
of the effect upon both emp oy- 
ment and general business after 
the war is the outlook for h us¬ 
ing. Building of about 1,300,000 
new homes in each of the 10 
years following victory is predict¬ 
ed by five of the best-informed 
building authorities, who say this 
means that something like $35,- 
000 , 000,000 will ba spent for 
housing alone in the first pe'ce 
decade. They expect the public 
will demand greater comfort and 
convenience in its new homes. 


In 1941, America had over 34 
million motor vehicles. By mid- 
1943 the number dropped to 28 
million. Thus, over five million 
automobiles and trucks quit the 
road in two years. Many more 
will join them before production 
can again get under way on a 
scale sufficiently to offset tne 
number wearing out. While it win 
take considerable time to regain 
the 34 million level, some motor 
vehicle manufacturers believe we 
will eventually have twice the 
number of machines on the road 
than wc had before. Why? Bet¬ 
ter hiwhgays: less expensive apa 
more economical cars; improved 
trucks to give even greater effi¬ 
ciency.
